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Instructions 


1. Entry -NCIC 

a. Supervisor stamp serial containing entry information, check entry, initial and route to NCIC operator. 

b. NCIC operator make local and/or NCIC checks including III for additional information, make entry, route serial and printout to rotor clerk.

3. Clear/Cancel -NCIC 

a. NCIC operator clears/cancels record upon notification by case agent or supervisor, routes, printouts to rotor clerk. (NCIC operator may complete “clear/cancel” line on 
k NCIC Activity Log.) 

W b. Rotor clerk serialized printout, completes “clear/cancel” line on NCIC Activity Log and makes slash marks (NCIC) through NCIC stamp of file jacket. 

4. Validation -NCIC 

a, When validation printout is received from NCIC, an agent (or clerk if case is in closed status) will review the NCIC entry to insure that it is complete and accurate. Any 
discrepancy should be resolved by an appropriate agent and, if necessary, a modify message should bd initiated to update and/or correct the record. When validation is 
completed, reviewer will date and initial NCIC Activity Log. 




Retention Periods 

Unless otherwise removed, records will be retained in file as follows:

Retained indefinitey until action is taken by the U.S. Secret Service to remove it. 


Unidentified Person File 

Retained indefinitely or until removed by entering agency. 

Vehicle File 

Retained for the remainder of the year of entry plus four years. 

Records entered which do not contain VINs or OANs will remain in file for 90 days 




Felony vehicles will remain in file for 90 days after entry. 

Stolen parts (VIN plates, harrows, or boat motors) which contain an OAN or SER will 
remain in file for the year of entry plus four years. 

Violent Gang and Terrorist Organization File 
GMC records • Automatically purged 5 years from the date of entry or when an entering 
agency removes its entry, providing that agency is the sole agency of interest for the 
group/subgroup. 

Only records entered by corrections agencies remain past five years. 

GRC records - Single interest - indefinitely or until removed by entering agency. 
Multipe Interests - indefinitely or until all agencies remove their records. 

Wanted Person File 

Retained until action is taken by the originating agency to clear/cancel the record.

This Affiant, Christopher M. Lando, Special Agent, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
being duly sworn, states the following: 

1 . I am a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), assigned to the 
Asheville Resident Agency, Charlotte Division, in Asheville, North Carolina. This affiant has 
been employed as a Special Agent of the FBI since 2002. Prior to the FBI, I was employed as a 
police officer then sergeant with a northern Virginia police department for seven years. 

2. I am presently investigating violations of Federal Laws, specifically, violations of Title 
1 8 United States Code, Section 115, Influencing, impeding, or retaliating against a Federal 
official by threatening. 

3 . As a result of personal participation in the investigative matters referred to in this 
affidavit, and based upon reports made to me by other law enforcement officers, I am familiar 
with the facts and circumstances of this investigation. On the basis of that familiarity, I state the 
following: 

4. At approximately 5:42 p.m. on February 5, 2009, an unknown male caller left a voice 
mail for Congressman Heath Shuler at his Asheville District Office, located in Asheville, North 
Carolina within the Western District of North Carolina. The message stated that “I voted for you. 
If you don’t vote for that stimulus package, I’m gonna kill you. Simple as that.” The call was 
received on the office’s main telephone number of 828-252-1651. Approximately three minutes 
later, the s.ame caller left a second voice mail indicating that he did not understand what was 
going on in Washington. He also stated his daughter had gone to school with the Congressman, 
and that he was a republican who voted for the Congressman. The voice mail was discovered on 
the morning of February 6, 2009, and the staff promptly notified the Capital Police as required by 
protocol. 

5. Investigation into the telephone number utilized to communicate the death threat 
revealed that the calls had been received from 828-488-4512. 

6. Once the caller’s number was identified, the District Office stated that they had an 
open matter with a Jack Adams, of 46 Adams Estate Road, Whittier, North Carolina. Mr. Adams 
and his wife communicated with the Congressman’s office to obtain assistance in dealing with 
the Veteran’s Administration. Mrs. Adams stated she had been assaulted by Mr. Adams and that 
he was suffering from a mental illness. She wanted assistance in placing Mr. Adams in the 
psychiatric ward of the VA Hospital. 

7. Public database checks also revealed that the number utilized to communicate the 
death threat returned to a John Jackson Adams of the same address, which is also located within 


the Western District of North Carolina, in Swain County. 

8. Agents contacted Adams at his residence on February 11,2009. When asked if he 
knew why Agents were at his residence, he stated it was because he had called Shuler. When 
asked to explain what happened when he called, Adams advised “I said I was gonna kill him.” 

He appeared to state this without emotion, as a matter of fact. He did not elaborate further so he 
was asked if he wanted to kill the Congressman. He stated “I didn’t mean it.” Again, after a 
long pause he stated without emotion “It was a joke.” He then volunteered that he did not even 
have a gun. 

9. When asked about when he had made the call, Adams advised that it had been one 
evening last week, although he could not remember the date. He was watching CNN and saw 
something about the stimulus package and he stated he did not like what he saw. When asked 
how he had obtained the Congressman’s telephone number, he produced a Rolodex and 
identified a card with “Congressman Heath Shuler” and the correct address and telephone 
number. He stated that he had called other times that evening, but he only left two messages. 
That is consistent with information obtained from investigation into the telephone records. 

1 0. He stated that on his first message to Congressman Shuler he said “Heath, If you vote 
on this bill I’m gonna kill your ass.” He described that on his second message he stated “This is 
Mr. Adams. You dated my daughter and went to school with her. Please don’t vote on that bill.” 
When asked he stated he had not threatened the Congressman on his second voice mail. When 
asked again why he would threaten to kill the Congressman, he stated that he was “just blowing 
off steam.” When asked what he though Congressman Shuler would think when the 
Congressman heard the voice mail, he stated he did not know what he would think. He then 
offered “I was trying to work the political scene.” The Agent then asked him what he would 
think if someone left him a message saying they would kill him. He immediately stated he would 
be “upset.” When asked if he would be scared and worried by it he stated “yeah.” 

1 1 . Adams’ wife Barbra Adams was interviewed and stated that in the last three months, 
there has been a drastic change in her husband’s mental health. He has become violent and on 
one occasion he choked and beat her about the head. On a second occasion he discharged a 
shotgun in the air and then shoved it “in my butt.” She indicated he has been charged for one of 
the assaults, and that she had also petitioned for an Emergency Custody Order to obtain mental 
heath services for her husband, however he was subsequently released. For her safety, she had 
left for three weeks and had just returned on Friday, February 6, 2009. On that date she took him 
the VA Hospital to see a mental health doctor who prescribed a new medication. Adams told the 
doctor that he was hearing voices, and this was the first time his wife had heard that symptom. 
Mrs Adams stated that the medication seemed to help, but that he had refused to take it the night 
before (February 10, 2009) and she had noticed a significant decrease in his mental stability. Mrs 
Adams had given family members all of the firearms in the residence that she was aware of, but 
she could not be sure she had all of the weapons. She also showed the Agents a can of mace she 
keeps on her person and sleeps with under her pillow. She has had to utilize the mace to keep 
him from attacking her. 



12. Investigation revealed that Adams’ daughter did attend high school with 
Congressman Shuler. 

13. Based on the above information, the Affiant believes that, John Jackson Adams, bom 
April 20,. 1938, has committed a violation of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 115.

Orig # - Originating number is the telephone number where the call was 
originated from.

MOTION FOR HEARING 
PURSUANT TO 18 U.S.C. § 4246 


Defendant, John Jackson Adams, by and through undersigned counsel, moves this 
honorable court to schedule a hearing pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4246 (a). In support of this 
motion, Defendant states the following: 

1. Mr. Adams made his initial appearance on February 13, 2009 ,and undersigned 
counsel was appointed to represent him. At this hearing, the court ordered a competency 
evaluation, and Mr. Adams was sent to FMC Butner for the evaluation. 

2. On May 12, 2009, Mr. Adams appeared via video conference for a competency 
hearing per agreement by the parties because of his physical health. He was determined to be 
incompetent and was ordered to remain at FMC Butner for restoration of competency. 

3. On September 29, 2009, the second competency hearing was held, and Mr. 
Adams was deemed to not be restorable to competency. He was sent back to FMC Butner to be 
evaluated for substantial risk of bodily injury to another person or serious damage to property of 
another, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4246. 

4. FMC Butner just published and released its report on the substantial risk issue. 
The parties have been in discussion on how to resolve this case. So far, no agreement has been

reached. It is undersigned counsel’s understanding that the government has been attempting to 
acquire information from the victim as to disposition but have been hindered by a prohibition 
from contacting elected officials. 

5. Mr. Adams’ evaluators have indicated to undersigned counsel that Mr. Adams 
wants to be released and undersigned counsel has contacted family members about housing 
options. Because of his physical health, undersigned counsel is requesting that any hearing be 
held by video conference so that Mr. Adams is not moved from FMC Butner. The medical team 
at Butner supports this request. The government has no objection to the video conference. 
Undersigned counsel would like to be present with Mr. Adams’ at the prison when the hearing is 
held. 

6. Because the government is still trying to get word to Congressman Heath Shuler, 
Mr. Adams’ counsel asks that this hearing be held on or after January 7, 2010 to allow the 
Assistant U.S. Attorney adequate time to get in touch with the victim and for undersigned 
counsel to make arrangements for travel and admission to FMC Butner. 

7. The relevant section of the Federal Criminal Code and Rules, Chapter 313, does 
not mandate a specific deadline for a 4246 hearing. 

8. Counsel will be out of the office from December 28-30, 2009 and from January 4- 

6 , 2010 . 

9. If the parties are able to arrive at a disposition that will obviate the need for a 4246 
hearing, they will notify the court. 

WHEREFORE, this Honorable Court is respectfully requested to schedule a 4246 hearing 
via video conference on or after January 7, 2010.
